1 . Claims 22-25, 27-34 and 39-44 are presently allowed.

Claims 22-25, 27-34 and 39-44 would be allowable because the prior art does not teach 
or suggest an apparatus/a method, among with other features, comprising a preprocessor having 
an autocorrelator for forming signal autocorrelation matrices for each sensor type, and a 
smoother configured for smoothing said autocorrelation matrices, thereby to form at least one 
covariance matrix comprising spatial spectrum information or fir use in eigenstructure-based 
signal source as defined in claims 22, 27 and 39.
